commendations—(1) ‘that a special com- 
missionor bo appointed fo examine into 
questions of, title; or (2) thats Crown Land 
Bonrd bo appointed with special powers to. 
deni with all questions affecting the land of 
the calcnys or (3) that tho Surveyor. 
General should befurnisbed with much 
greater powers than he at praaent possesses ; 
or (4) that there should bo a duly con: 
stituted Land Court. . The general’ opivion, 
the report informs us, was that-oa Crown 
Land Board ahould. be constituted, and al- 
though considerable differences of opinion 
seamed to exist ns to what ought to be tha 
powors and authorities of the Crown Land 
Board, and alao with regard to tle persons 
who ought to compose it, the Commissioners 
recommended a Bourd of’ three or at 
most fivo members, . who “should be 
Govornment . Officials having no personal 
intorest in. tho disposition of the Crown 
lands.” With regard to the assessment 
of ‘rates and tnxes, it’ is recommended 
that’ the Crown Land Board should cons 
shitnto the authority to. which.the rate- 
“payers could appeal in tho first iistanicd, and 
that Lbo valuations and rate books should be 
prepared in the Crown Ind Offico under 
tho authority of ‘the Crown Tand Board.
